CHEAPER THAN HOME 


MERCHANTS?

In analyzing- the causes which en 


able the merchant to soli cheaply one 
of the most importnt features of busl 
ness is the cost of operating, or, as 
more commonly spoken ot", the per 
centage of overhead expense. 


To determine whether or not the 


mall order house can sell goods more 
cheaply than the home merchant it 
will be necessary to see what is tho 
ratio of overhead expense of the mail 
order house In proportion to the vol- 
ume of business done by this mall or- 
der house. 


Assuming tho statements as print- 


ed in the 
catalogue 
of a very 


large catalogue house, in fact one of 
the largest In the world, are correct, 
we find that this house claims to have 
a capital of over ?40,000,uOO, half uf 
which la Invested In real estate In 
Chicago and factories all over the 
"United States. Any business man will 
tell you that money lied up In re-p.l 
estate Is not available as working 
capital for a mercantile house and is 
subject to a higher rate of taxation 
than any other class of property. 
Then if this mall order house 
has 


half of this forty million dollars tied 
up In real estate which is used entire- 
ly for Its own business, therefore 
there are no other revenues other 
;han those coming direct from I'T 
business; then $20,000,000 worth 
of 


real estate taxed at the rate of s~ 
3.5 per cent would mean that this 
mall order house was paying taxes on 
ts real estate alone to the amount of 
5700,000 per year. 


In additk 
to this they would ha- 
1-- 
1 


nsurance, Laalntenance, city improve- 
ments and numerous other items 01 
expense, all of which would ma. ; 
:helr total cost for real estate at least 
?1,000,000, per year. 


This aam. house states In their cat- 


alogue that It has nine thousand em- 
ployes In i' 3 Chicago plant alone, to 
say nothing of the thousands of work- 
men, mechanics, foremen, superinten- 
dents, etc., of Its numerous factories. 
These nine thousand employes are 
employed not In the producing of the 
merchandise they sell, but to the dls- 
ributlng; Consequently would come 
under the head of operating or over- 
lead expenre. 


Some of these are very high-salaried 


executives, 
managers, 
advertising 


men, correspondents, .buyers, clerks 
experts, etc., and taking them as a 
whole a very conservative average of 
,heir salaries would be at least $25 
per week each; then the payroll for 
one year for the operating 
of this 


louse would be eleven and a quarter 
million dollars. 


This same house claims 
In their 


catalogue that they publish 
24,000 


catalogues per day; with 300 working 
days in the year, they would print 
over 
7,000,00 per year. They also 


claim that these catalogues cost them 
il each and 2n cents for mailing, 
which makes eight and three-quarter 
million dollars more expense. 


They use nearly two million wood- 


en boxes yearly, which at the very 
mall cost of 10 cents each would 
cost one-quarter of a million dollars. 


The heating and power plant of 


his house has a capacity of 100 tons 
if coal every hour; supose that they 
ise one-eighth of this capacity twelve 
ionrs per day. they would use 150 
ons of coal per day or 46,000 tons 
por year, which pins the freight would 
-ost them at least, $3 per ton.

gives us $137,000 more expense

onld go on enumerating those ex- 
ponses indefinitely, such as the cost 


f electric light, the keeping of a

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SUGAR IS GO1XO HIGHER. 


New York, Sept. S.—The price of 


sugar continues t-o advance, owing to 
the reports of a serious shortage in-' 
the new crop, and the market h;i* not 
reached the highest level since July, 
1S90. 
Sales of raw sugar were made 


here yesterday establishing a price of 
5 3-4 cents a pound for the 
grade, 


known as Ciban centrifugal, and this 
advance was accompanied by an an- 
nouncement of another 10-point rise 
in the price of refined 
sugar, 
with 


standard granulated quoted at 
(5 1-2 


cents, while people in the raw sugar 
trade reported a very strong market 
with little or nothing offering even at 
the new high prices. 


The advances have been chiefly due 


to the sensational strength of the Eu- 
ropean markets and unfavorable" re- 
ports from the European beet crop, al- 
though Cuban prospects are also 
to be under the average.

California's production of coal in 


1910 was 11,164 short tons, with a 
spot value of $18,336, according to 
E. W. Parker of the United States 
Geological Survey. 


In 1909 California showed the lar- 
gest percentage of increase 
among 
the coal-producing states. 
In 1910 


sho.wed the largest percentage of de- 
crease. 
Both changes were due to 


fluctuations in the operations of the 
Stone Canyon Consolidated Coal Co., 
in Monterey county. For two years 
preceding 1909 this company had ex- 
pended large sums of money in d'e- 
veloping its property and in build- 
ing a 25-mile railroad to connect its 
mine with the Southern Pacific rail- 
road. Unfortunately unforeseen dif- 
ficulties were encountered and one 
misfortune followed another 
until 


the resources of the company 
-were 


exhausted, and as it was unable 
to 


procure additional capital a receiver 
"was appointed and work was sus- 
pended in October, 1909. In 
the 


nine months from aJnuary to Sep- 
tember of that year the Stone Canyon 
mines had produced 75 per cent of 
the state's output for the entire year. 
No coal was produced at this mine 
in 1910, and the production lor the 
state decreased about 75 per cent. 


All of the coal produced in 1910 


came from Amador 
and Riverside 


counties, principally from the loie 
mine in Amador county. This coal is 
lignite. The Stone (Canyon coal 
is 


noneoking bituminous coal of good 
quality and should make an excellent 
domestic fuel.
